WERE DISCOVERED AND SUNK 


WAS MIXED UP IN RIALTO CASE 


St. Louis, March 2Ü.—Jcscph Ralph 
Burton, senior Unittd Slates senator 
irom Kansas, was convicted by a jury 
In the United S.ates district court of 
having accepted compantation to pro- 
tect ihe inter, tsts cj! oí ihe Rialto Grain 
and Securities Company of tít. Louis 
before the posLofiice deiiartment. 
I h e 
jury deliberated 41 hours. 
A motion 
for a new trial ^vas immediately hied 
by 
counsel 
for the 
senator. 
Judge 
Adams thereupon ordered that Senator 
Burton appear in court either in person 
or by proxy irom liay to day until the 
court has heard the arguments for a 
new trial. 


If the verdict is sustained, Senator 
Burton v/jU lose his seat in the senate 


und forever be prohibited from holding 
any oifice of public truist. Eo-ch coiiut 
constitutes a separate offense, and Sen- 
ator Burton could reçoive a peniten- 
tiary sentence of two years or a $10,000 
fine on each count. 


Senator Burton's recourse is an ap- 
peal to the United Stnles circuit court 
of appeals, which body iß the final ar- 
biter in his ease. 


Senator Burton went directly from 
the court room to his hotel after the 
verdict was rendered. 
He sp<?nt some 
timje in the lobby talking with friends. 
When asked if he had anything to say 
concerning the verdict he said;

fer all inquiries to my attorneys. 1 have 
nothing to say."

St. Petersburg, March 28. — Under 
cover of darkness. Vice Admiral Togo

bottle up the Russian

Arthur, but he failed again, and when 
after daylight Vice Admiral Makaroff 
pteamed out to give battle, the Japa- 
nese cobimander refused the challenge 
and sailed away. 


The Japanese 
practically repeated 
the tactics of February 24, by sending 
in four lire ships, preceded by a tor- 
pedo boat flotilla, with the exception 
that 
the 
fire 
ships this 
time 
were 
armed with Hotchkiss guns for the 
purpose of keeping olf the Russian tor- 
pedo boat destroyers. 


The enemy's attempt was discovered 
by means of the shore 
searchlights, 
and a heavy flre was opened from tho 
batteries and from the two gunboats 
which were guarding the entrance to 
the harbor. 
The Russian torpedo boat 
destroyer Silni was outside on scout- 
ing duty, and to the dash and nerve 
of 
her 
commander, 
Lieutenant 
Krinizki, is chiefly due the complete 
failure of the plans of the Japanese. 
He at once made straight for the on- 
coming ships under a hail of fire from 
the Hotchlufts guns, and torpedoed the 
loading ship, which sheered off, fol- 
lowed by the others, three of them be- 
ing piled upon the shore under Golden 
Hill and one under the lighthouse. The 
Sllnl then engaged the entire six tor- 
pedo boats of the enemy, coming out 
from a terrific fight with seven killed 
and her commander and 12 of 
her 
complemont wounded, but on the Japa- 
nese side only one boat's crew was 
saved. 
In addition, according to un- 
official reports, it is believed that the 
Japanese lost two torpedo boats.

SENATOR BURTON 
DECLARED GUILTY 


Convicted of Taking Illegri Fees in 
Postal Itatters. 


WAS MIXED UP IN RIALTO CASE 


St. Louis, March 29.—Joseph Ralph 
Burton, senior Unittd Slates senator 
from Kansas, was convicted by a jury 
In the United Spates district court of 
having accepted compentaLion to pro­ 
tect the inter, tits c¿ of ihe Rialto Grain 
and Securities Company of St. Louis 
before the posloilice d€;iartm(?nl. Ih e 
jury deliberated 41 hours. 
A motion 
for a new trial ^vas immediately hied 
by counsel for the senator. 
Judge 
Adams thereupon ordered that Senator 
Burton appear in court either in person 
or by proxy Irom uay to day until the 
court has heard the arguments for a 
new trial. 
if the verdict is sustained, Senator 
Burton v/ili lose his seat in the senate 
und forever be prohibited from holding 
«my ojQTice of public trust. E?.ch count 
constitutes a separate offense, and Sen­ 
ator Burton could reçoive a peniten­ 
tiary sentence of two years or a $10,000 
fine on each count. 
Senator Burton’s recourse is an ap­ 
peal to the United States circuit court 
of appeals, which body is the final ar­ 
biter in his case. 
Senator Burton went directly from 
the court room to his hotel after the 
verdict was rendered. He spent some 
tinijs In the iobby talking with friends. 
When asked if he had anything to say 
concerning (he verdict he said: “I re­ 
fer all inquiries to my attorneys. 1 have 
noiliing to say.” 
ThQ evidence adduced against Sena­ 
tor Burton may be summarized as fol-’ 
lot^'s: 
November, 1902, he accepted a 
proposal to become general counsel oi' 
the Rialto Graiû,- and Securlti<2s Com­ 
pany, a concern-, whoso operations a f 
the time were under the scrutiny of 
the postoffice department. Button de-^ 
ipanded ?L'5O0 for hit- services, but he* 
was satisfied to be paid in monthly in-^ 
Btalments of ?500 each. 
Scon after his employment ft devel­ 
oped that the federal grand jury was

the Brooks Brokerage 
Company, with which Major Hugh C.

FRESH ATTEMPT 


TO BOTTLE UP 
P O ^ ARTHUR 


Four Japanese Merchant Steamers 
Made Dash For the Harbor. 


WERE DISCOVERED AND SUNK

St. Petersburg. March 28. — Under 
cover of darkness. Vice Admiral Togo 
made another desperate attempt to 
bottle up the Russian fleet in Port 
Arthur, but he failed again, and when 
after daylight Vice Admiral Makaroff 
ßteamed out to give battle, the Japa­ 
nese cohimander refused the challenge 
and sailed away. 
The Japanese 
practically repeated 
the tactics of February 24. by sending 
in four fire ships, preceded by a tor­ 
pedo boat flotilla, with the exception 
that the fire ships this time were 
armed with Hotchkiss guns for the 
purpose of keeping olf the Russian tor­ 
pedo boat destroyers. 
The enemy’s attempt was discovered 
by means of the shore searchlights, 
and a heavy fire was opened from the 
batteries and from the two gunboats 
which were guarding the entrance to 
the harbor. The Russian torpedo boat 
destroyer Silni was outside on scout­ 
ing duty, and to the dash and nerve 
I of 
her 
commander, 
Lieutenant 
. Krinizki, is chiefly due the complete 
failure of the plans of the Japanese. 
He at once made straight for the on­ 
coming ships under a hail of fire from 
the Hotchkifts guns, and torpedoed the 
leading ship, which sheered off, fol­ 
lowed by the others, three of them be- j 
ing piled upon the shore under Golden 
Hill and one under the lighthouse. The 
Silni then engaged the entire six tor­ 
pedo boats of the enemy, coming out 
from a terrific fight with seven killed 
and her commander and 12 of her 
complement wounded, but on the Japa­ 
nese side only one boat’s crew was 
ßaved.

Why English Girls Do 


Not Marry Americans 


B y Lady Henry S o m e r s e t 


T has boon stated by. Lady Lonsdale that there are "few in- 
ternational marriages between English girls and Aruericau 
men, simply because the English girls will not have the 
American men." 


I do not know how many months Lady Lonsdale spent 
in America—perhaps I should say how many weeks; but I 
think we usually find that people who spend a few weeks 
in the States are prepared to write a book; after they have 
been there a few months they hesitate, and when they have 
been^there a year or two they decide that it is impossible. 


They realize probably that it may be practicable to write something upon 
one portion of the States in which they have happened to stay, but to write 
vaguely and broadly of America with limited knowledge of the continent is 
one of the snares into which only hasty travelers are apt to fall. 


Speaking with but a superficial knowledge of w^hut Lady Lonsdale wrote, 
I should say she probably forgets that comparatively few American young 
men make any lengthened stay in England. 


American girls who travel with their mothers or other women relatives 
have leisure. A visit to England forms part of their education, and having 
studied our history and learned our traditions, the girls with fortunes seem 
to me now to prefer as a rule to exchange their dollars for English titles 
rather than to remain in tho New World to enrich thoir own country. 


The American young man as soon as he leaves college has usually to enter 
bu.'iiness life, a life which under the present conditions gives but little leisure 
and allows but little time for travel or recreation. 


A flying visit to London, to Rome or to Paris is usually all that is possi- 
ble; it is not given to him to enter English society, to dawdle in country houses, 
to linger in our la'een lanes and trim flower gardens, or to takss leisure to woo 
and to Avin the alfections of the English girl. 


On the other hand, there arc few English girls who travel in the States. 
There are many reasons for this, but probably the most potent is the very 
great expense which such a journey entails, an expense that ordinary English 
families never contemplate, unless some strong reason of business, the claims 
of relatives or the desire to seek a fortune in the New World make such an 
outlay desirable. 


It has often been a matter of surprise to me that the English mother, 
whose ambitions are not one whit behind those of the American mother, in 
her desire to acquire for her daughter the best of this world's goods, does not 
contemplate such trips as a matter of speculation. 


Perhaps she feels, however that the competition is too keen, that the 
American girl holds her place too firmly in her own country to be dispossessed 
by the daughter of England. 


Be that as it may, I am fully persuaded that the reason which has been 
suggested to me. namely, that the English girl would lose caste by such a 
marriage, is not the real one. Caste has practically ceased to eiist. 


Wealthy grocers and rich brewers, gin distillers and speculators of all kinds 
are now on the piimacle of English fashion, and there is no hesitation in ally- 
ing the oldest historical names with the wealth of the self-made man. 


Money is the key that will open the door to the most exclusive English 
society, and the desire for money is not confined to the scions of noble houses 
who seek rich American wives, but I think it would equally apply to the 
English girl if she had a chance of acquii^ing the American millionaire.

In ninety-two cases out of a hundred the people who die are 
less than sixty-five years old. 
So It is plain that in the great 
majority of cases the cause of death is neither old age nor natural 
wear and tear. 


It is found on Investigation that nine-tenths of the deaths and practically 
nil of the sickness in the world are due to unsanitary conditions that could 
be corrected, and to bad habits that weaken the body and make it less able to 
resist the disease that comes its way. 


But death is not the only evil that results from preventable disease. Nat- 
ural death, such as comes fron. old age, is perhaps not an evil at all. 
Such 
death is painless, and usually comes peacefully, during sleep. 


Death must, of course,^ come sooner or later; but the suiiering and poverty 
that are so often caused by unnatural death and by preventable disease, and 
the despair which so often follows and Avhich so often lends to vice and crime, 
are needless evils, and are very far-reaching in their ePects. 


The evils that are due to disease can be escaped just in proportion as the 
conditions and habits that bring on disease become more widely understood. 


The social aspects of disease (that is to say, the effects of disease upon 
others than tlie sick themselves), should receive wider consideration. If people 
could be sick for awhile and die, without suffering themselves, and without 
causing suffering or sorrow or loss to fathers or mothers or children or friends, 
and without loss to the community, then sickne.ss and death would be far less 
serious matters. But the person who is sick and dies is not the only victim. 


For Instance, it Is plain that if a wage-earner is kept from his work by 
sickness or death the ability of iiis family to support themselves is lessened or 
destroyed. If increasing poverty follows, more sickness is apt to folIow\ too; 
for the chance of sickness increases as the body becomes less well nourished 
and less well protected from cold and exposure. 


There is a sort of **endless chain" system at vrorli liere. The sickness of 
a wage-earning father, for instance, brings poverty to his family; poverty 
lessens the ability of the family to secure the food and coal and clothing tJiat 
are necessary to health;; for where the body is weak and the health poor dis- 
ease more easily takes hold. 


The whole family, j^erhaps, becomes sickly in consequence of the bad con- 
ditions which caused the father to become sick and unable to support them. 
In fact, the whole community suffers when the people become siek and die; 
for the people are the community, and disease anywhere affects the health and 
happiness and welfare of the whole. 


Consider also tho etloct of disease npon the people's habits and morals. 
We know that poverty often leads to despair and desperation, and that 
despair and desperation too often lead to vice and crime. 


Many men and women stand the trials of poverty with splendid courage 
and in the noblest way, but very many have not the moral strength for this, 
and are "driven to drink" and to every Idnd of vice and crime and wrong- 
doing. 


"Where vice and crime are the results of poverty that has been caused by 
preventable disease, they are as needless as the disease itself. 


When the people by individual and xiuited effort have corrected the condi- 
tions Avhich underlie disease they will have prevented a vast amount of suffer- 
ing and poverty, and \vjll have removed a fruitful source of many evils that 
poverty brings.—New York Evening Journal.

Why English Girls Do 
Not Marry Americans 


By Lady H enry S om erset 


T has boon slatod by. Lady Lonsdale that there are "few In* 
ternatlonal maiTlages betwcou English girls and Americau 
men, simply because the English girls will not have the 
American men.” 
I do not Icnow how many months Lady Lonsdale spent 
In America—perhaps I should sny how many weeks; but I 
think we usually find that people who spend a few weeks 
In the States are prepared to write a book; after they have 
been there a few months they hesitate, aud when they have 
been^here a year or two they decide that it Is Impossible. 
They realize probnhlj’ that it may be practicable to w^rite something upon 
one portion of the States In which they have happened to stay, but to write 
vaguely and broadly of America witli limited knowledge of the continent is 
one of the snares into which only hasty travelers are apt to fall. 
Speaking with but a superficial knowledge of what Lady Lonsdale wrote, 
I should say she probably forgets that comparatively few American young 
men make any lengthened stay in England. 
American girls who travel with their mothers or other women relatives 
have leisure. A visit to England forms part of their education, and having 
studied our history and learned our traditions, the girls AVith fortunes seem 
to me now to prefer as a rule to exchange thoir dollars for English titles 
rather lhan to remain in tho New World to enrich thoir own country. 
The American young man as soon as he loaves college has usually to enter 
business life, a life which under the present conditions gives but little leisure 
and allows but little time for travel or recreation. 
A flying visit to London, to Rome or to Paris is usually all that is possi­ 
ble; it is not given to him to enter English society, to dawdle in country houses, 
to linger In our green lanes aud trim flower gardens, or to tak« leisure to avoo 
aud to win the aft’ections of the English girl. 
On the other hand, there aro few English girls who travel in the States. 
There are many reasons for this, but probably the most potent is the very 
great expense which such a journey entails, an expense that ordinary English 
families never contemplate, unless some strong reason of business, the claims 
of relatives or the desire to seek a fortune iu the New World make such an 
outlay desirable. 
It has often been a matter of surprise to me that the English mother, 
whose ambitions are not one whit behind those of the American mother, In 
her desire to acquire for her daughter the best of this world’s goods, does not 
contemplate such trips as a matter of speculation. 
Perhaps she feels, however that the competition is too keen, that the 
American girl holds her place too firmly in her own couutry to be dispossessed 
by tho daughter of England. 
Be that as It may, I am fully persuaded that the reason which has been 
suggested to me, namely, that the English girl would lose caste by such a 
marriage. Is not the real one. Caste has practically ceased to cilst. 
Wealthy grocers and rich brewers, gin distillers and speculators of all kinds 
are now on the plimacle of English fashion, and there Is no hesitation In ally­ 
ing the oldest historical names with the wealth of the self-made man. 
Money Is the key that will open the door to the most exclusive English 
society, and the desire for money is not confined to the scions of noble houses 
who seek rich American wives, but I think it would equally apply to the 
English girl If she had a chance of acquiring the American millionaire.

HERE are upward of 1,000,000 deaths each year iu the United 


In ninety-two cases out of a hundred the people who die aro 
less than sixty-five years old. 
So it is plain that In the great 
majority of cases the cause of death is neither old age nor natural 
•wear and toar. 
It is found on InA'cstigation that nine-tenths of the deaths and practically 
all of the sickness in the world are due to unsanitary conditions that could 
be corrected, and to bad habits that weaken the body and make it less able to 
resist the disease that comes its way. 
But death is not the only evil that results from preventable disease. Nat­ 
ural death, such as cojnes I’ron. old age, is perhaps not an evil at ail. 
Such 
death Is painless, and usually comes peacefully, during sleep. 
Death must, of course, come sooner or later; but the suffering and poverty 
that are so often caused by luinaturai death and by preventable disease, aud 
the despair which so often follows and which so often leads to vice and crime, 
are needioss evils, and are very far-reaching in their cfects. 
The evils that are due to disease can be escaped just in proportion as the 
conditions and habits that bring on disease become more widely understood. 
The social aspects of disease (that Is to say, the eflfects of disease upon 
others than tlie side themselves), should receive wider consideration. If people 
could be sick for awhile and die, without suffering themselves, and without 
causing suffering or sorrow or loss to fathers or mothers or children or friends, 
and without loss to the community, then slckne.ss and death would be far less 
serious matters. But the person who is sick and dies is not the only victim. 
For instance, it Is plain that if a wage-earner Is kept from his work by 
sickness or death the ability of his family to support themselves Is lessened or 
destroyed. If increasing poverty follows, more sickness is apt to follow, too; 
for the chance of sickness increases as the body becomes less well nourished 
and less well protected from cold and exposure. 
There is a sort of “endless chain” system at worli here. The sickness of 
a wage-earning father, for instance, brings poverty to his family; poverty 
lessens the ability of the family to secure the food and coal and clothing that 
are necessary to health;; for where the body is weak ajid the health poor dis­ 
ease more easily takes hold. 
The whole family, j)crhaps, becomcs sickly in consequence of the bad con­ 
ditions wlilcii caused the father to become sick and unable to support them. 
In fact, the whole community suffers when the people become sick and die; 
for the people are tho communitj', and disease anywhere aliects the health and 
hapj)iness and welfare of the whole. 
Consider also the effect of disease iipon the people’s habits aad morals. 
We know that poverty often loads to despair and desperation, and that 
despair and desperation too often lead to vice and crime. 
iMany men and women stand the trials of poverty with splendid courage 
and In tiie noblest way, but very many have not the moral strength for this, 
and are “driven to drink” and to every kind of vice aud crime and wrong­ 
doing. 
Whore vice and crime aro the results of poverty that has been caused by 
preventable disease, they are as needless as the disease Itself. 
When the people by individual and united effort have corrected the condi­ 
tions which underlie disease they will have prevented a va.st amount of suffer­ 
ing and poverty, and will have removed a fruitful source of many evils that 
povertj' brings.—New York Evening Journal,

IMrROVING THE DAIRY BREEDS. 


The prollt on a cow depends upon her 
oxcellonce. 
A poor one docs not pay 
her way and Roes quickly to tho butch,

spring and fall cattlc fairs where pre- 
miums are given, to which tho Gov- 
ernment contributes. The iiuost cows 
and best bulls are awarded money 
and honors, but every bull M'hioh wins 
a Government prize is compelled to 
stand for public service at a fee of $o 
for a period of eigbteeu mouths, be- 
fore he can receive his prize. Tbis en- 
ables every farmer to breed his cow 
to a high class bull at a low cost. 
In 
fact, he cannot breed her to any other 
than a superior bull, because oven the 
largest herds are so small in number 
that it does not pay to raise a bull un- 
less he can command public service. 
Only a prize bull can do this.—Atlanta 
Journal.

SELECTING SEED CORN. 


The usual plan of selecting tho seed 
corn during husking or from the stock 
stored in the cribs is not a good one 
at any season, when the crop is not 
all that is desirable. The best plan is 
to make an effort, by early selection 
of plants, to grow perfect ears for seed 
purposes, but if this is neglected, the 
next best plan is to go through the 
lield 
before 
the 
corn 
is 
cut 
pr 
husked and select the ears that are 
to bo used for seed. 
It may take 
a man all day to do this, but if care- 
fully done he will have seed that will 
amount to something. These seed ears 
should be taken to the barn, and, after 
being carefull> husked, hung up in 
strings on the rafters of a dry building 
or laid on a shelf, where they will have 
a good circulation of air, but in a dry 
room. Try this simple plan of saving 
seed corn for several years, and you 
will bo surprised at the improvement 
in the strain. 


EGGS AND HIGH 
PRICES. 


The 
poultryman has handled 
his 
fowls just right iu reaping the benefit 
of the high prices at which eggs are 
now selling. If the hens are not lay- 
ing and they are of an age when they 
should be, the thing to do is to see that 
the houses they occupy are warm and 
free from draughts; then look into the 
food question closely and see that the 
rations furnish the egg-produciug and 
egg-making qualities, and that they 
are properly given: that is, not too 
much or too little. Supply fresh warm 
water, plenty of grit and liens free 
from lice. 
These things done regu- 
larly for several weeks will bring the 
eggs. If not. then the hens should go 
to the carcass marlcet as soon as pos- 
sible so that the expense of feeding 
them may be cut off. This may be a 
heroic remedy, but the fact remains 
that if a hen cared for on the lines in- 
dii^ated, does not 'ay, 
provided, 
of 
course, that she is well and at a lay- 
ing age, she has no part in the opera* 
tlon of the farm for proiit and should 
be turned Into money as soon as possi- 
ble.—Indianapolis News. 


SLIDING SLED TONGTE. 


Any farmer who has occasion to use 
A sled, either on tho snow or as a stone 
carrier, knows how hard it is often to 
move It when the horses must pull in a 
¿traight 
line.

tongue 
shown In the illustration makes it pos- 
sible to swing tho horses so that they 
may pull sideways in either direction, 
A notch is cut in the top of the tongue 
and over it is placed an iron plate, 
which is bolted on at either end.

A SIiED TONGUE, 


Circular iron, A, Avhich is two ijichei 
wide and one-half inch thick, slides 
through this notch. 


A hole is bored through the tongue 
and pJate and through the centre of the 
iron circle, and a bolt, shown at B, pro- 
vided, which is kept in place when the 
tongue is straight. When it is desired 
to turn in either direction, simply re- 
move the bolt and the tongue slides 
on the iron circle. IVheji the team is 
turned straight again blip the bolt in 
place. 
This slidijig tongue is a labor 
saver and will cost but little.—Indian-

IMPROVING T H E DAIRY BREEDS.

SELECTING SEED CORN. 
The usual plan of selecting tho seed 
corn during husking or from the stock 
stored in the cribs is not a good one 
at any season, when the crop is not 
all that is desirable. The best plan is 
to make an effort, by early selection 
of plants, to grow perfect ears for seed 
purposes, but if this is neglected, the 
next best plan is to go through the 
field 
before 
the 
corn 
is 
cut 
pr 
husked and select the ears that are 
to be used for seed. 
It may take 
a man all day to do this, but if care­ 
fully done he will have seed that will 
amount to something. These seed oars 
should be taken to the barn, and, after 
being carefully husked, hung up in 
strings on the rafters of a dry building 
or laid on a shelf, wiiere they will have 
a good circulation of air. but in a dry 
room. Try this simple plan of saving 
seed corn for several years, and you 
will be surprised at the improvement 
in the strain. 


EGGS AND HIGH PRICES. 
The 
poultryman has handled 
his 
fowls just right in reaping the benefit 
of the high prices at which eggs are 
now selling. If the hens are not lay­ 
ing and they are of an age when they 
should be, the thing to do is to see that 
the houses they occupy are warm and 
free from draughts; then look into the 
food question closely and see that the 
rations furnish the egg-produciug and 
egg-making qualities, and that they 
are properly given: that is, not too 
much or too little. Supply fresh warm 
water, plent^^ of grit and hens free 
from lice. 
These things done regu­ 
larly for several Aveeks will bring the 
eggs. If not. then the hens should go 
to the carcass market as soon as pos­ 
sible so that the expense of feeding 
them may be cut olT. 
This may be a 
heroic remedy, but the fact remains 
that if a hen cared for on the lines in­ 
dicated, does not ’03% 
provided, 
of 
course, that she is well and at a lay­

SLIDING SLED TONGTE. 
Any farmer who has occasion to use 
A sled, either on the snow or as a stone

sible to swing the horses so that they 
may pull side^vays In either direction.

Circular iron, A, Avhich is two inches 
wide and one-half inch thick, slides 
tjii’ough this notch. 
A hole is bored through the tongue 
and plate and through the centre of the 
iron circle, and a bolt, shown at B, pro. 
vided, w^hich is kept in place when the 
tongue is straight. When Jt is desired 
to turn in either direction, simply re­ 
move the bolt and the tongue slides 
on the iron circle. When the team is 
turned straight again slip the bolt in 
place. 
This sliding tongue is a labor

Belonged to General Botha and Followed 
Irlali Troops T]iroug;li Boer War. 


Unusual interest centred in a case 
heard in the Dublin police court re- 
cently, in which the leading figure was 
a bulldog that formerly belonged to 
General 
Philip 
Botha, 
and 
went 
through a good portion of the South 
African war, 
Ernest 
Warmingham, 
canteen manager for the contractors, 
was summoned for cruelty to the ani- 
mal, which has been stationed for 
some time past with the Royal Irish 
Rifles at Richmond Barracks. 


The bulldog, which now belongs to 
Color Sergeant Edwards, Royal Irish 
Rifles, was accommodated with a seat 
in the witness box, from which poiu\ 
he seemed to take a languid interest in 
' the proceedings. He was dressed in a 
coat with green facings, and wore sev- 
eral South African medals with clasp«. 
The animal's record Is an eventful one. 
During the Boer War he was 
cap. 
tured by the Second Royal Irish Rifles, 
Mounted Infantry, from Commandant 
Philip Botha's farm in the Doornberg, 
in September, VJOO. From that time 
until the e^d of the war he trekked 
with the Rifles' mounted force from 
Griqualand in the west to Basutoland 
In the east, and he still bears the scar 
of a wound received in action.

he was M'iih General French's column 
in Cape Colony. 
For his service the 
bulldog now wears the Queen's South 
African medal with three clasps, and 
the King's South African medal with

clasps,
